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Report of the Lyndeboreugh 8. School Committee, 


for the Year Ending March, 1858. 


———————— 


Having performed the duties imposed upon me as Super- 
intending School Committee of Lyndeboro’, I submit to my 
fellow-citizens the following Report, which will show the 
disposition of your School Funds, so far as they have come 
under my supervision, and the comparative success of the 
Teachers, to whom, for a brief period, you were pleased to 
commit the education of your children. 


The amount raised by the 'Town for the support of schools 
the last year, was $841,52, which was divided among the 
districts as follows : — No. 1, #125,04; No. 2, $109,00 ;— 
No. 3, $122,46; No. 4, $56,20; No. 5, $73,29; No. 6, 
$105,14; No. 7, $99,78; No. 8, $55,84; No. 9, $57,81 ; 
No. 10, $36,96. 


Whole sum expended exclusively for teaching, $779,283 ; ° 
leaving for repairs, wood, &c., $62,29; the disposition of 
which is known to the several Prudential Committees. 

Whole number of scholars attending school during the 
year, 196; average number, 157. The average number to 
a teacher in the Summer, 18 3-5; in Winter, 20 5-6. 

Number of teachers employed in summer, 10, all females; 

number in winter 10, of which 4 were males. 

' Number of visits made by 8. 8. Committee, 37. Total 
expense of 37 visits, examining teachers, making reports, 
and filling returns to State, $39,00. 

Having submitted these statistics, I will now proceed to 
a more detailed account of the several schools. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Summer Scuoon, taught by Miss Mary F Perkins, com- 
menced May 18th, and kept 10 weeks. Amount of Teach- 
er’s wages, $42,50. Average attendance 28. A fair school. 

Winter Term, taught by Mr. Frank G. Clark, com- 
menced Nov. 23d, and continued 10 weeks. Average at- 
tendance, 36. Amount of teacher’s wages, $82,50. A de- 
cidedly profitable school. Mr. Clark bids fair to make his 
mark as a teacher. 7

DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Summer Scuoot, taught by Miss Frances A. Holt.— 
Length of School, 10 weeks ; whole number of scholars, 21. 
Amount of teacher’s wages, $35,00. Miss Holt is quite a 
successful teacher, and gave very general satisfaction to a 
district where good teachers are always in demand. 


Winter Scuoou.—Teaecher, Mr. Alvah R. Potter, Length 
of school, 10 weeks. Number of scholars, 20; average 
number, 1428. Amount of teacher’s wages, $66,25.— 
Mr. P. has a good’education, and is very well appearing, 
but lacks the energy and tact requisite in No. 2. The 
school was profitless in our jadgment. 


DISTRICT NO. 38. 


Summer Scuoon, taught by Miss Maria 8S. Stevens.— 
Length of school, 9 weeks. Number of scholars, 32.— 
Amount of teacher’s wages, $36,00. Miss Stevens is a good 
teacher, and did well for this schoo]. Parents take too lit- 
tle interest, and some of the children are hard for a female 
to govern. 


Winter Scnoor, was kept by your Committee. Length 
of school 10 1-2 weeks. Number of scholars, 31. Amount of 
wages $78,75. Most of the scholars manifested a good de- 
gree of interest in the school, and made very commendable 
progress in study. One or two of the most delinquent were 
trained into respect for their place and teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Teacuer, Miss Clara A. Sawyer. Length of school, 6 
weeks. Wages per month, inclusive of board, $13,00 — 
Average attendance 102. A very pleasantschool. Miss 
Sawyer had never taught before, but made a very acceptable 
beginning. 


Winter Term, was kept by Miss Martha Hill, who was 
well-known in the district, having taught in it several terms 
before. Her education, experience, and tact, unite to ren- 
der her a very valuable instructress. Length of school, 9} 


weeks. Number of scholars, 19. Wages per month, 
$15,00. 


~ DISTRICT NO. 5. 
Summer Term, taught by Miss Nellie W. Stayner. Whole

number of scholars, 21. Average attendance, 1723. Whole 
length of school, 8 weeks. Wages per month, inc!uding 
board, $12,00. Avery good school. Miss Stayner made 
this her first attempt, «nd was equal to the ta-k. Inthe 
judgment of your Committee, Miss S. will make “A No. 1” 
teacher. 

Winter Term, taught by Mr. Albert O. Houston, who, 
as his predecessor, made this his first effort at teaching.— 
If there was any lack of good order, it was not for a want 
of kindness and labor on the part of Mr. H. He was deep- 
ly interested in the welfare of school and pupils, and with a 
fair chance would prove abundantly successful. Number 
scholars, 20. Length of school, 8 weeks. Amount of 
teacher’s wages, $46,00. 

DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Teacher, Miss Eliza A. Robbins. Length of school, 10 
weeks ; whole number scholars, 16 ; average number, 15. 
‘Teacher’s wages, 315,00 per month, board inclusive. This 
school has some very interesting scholars,and the parents 
take much interest in their school, which was very interest- 
Ing on the last examination day. Muss Rollins is an able 
teacher, and gave good satisfaction in this district where she 
had tavght one term before. 

Winter Scuoon, taught by the same, Miss Eliza A. Rob- 
bins. Length of term, 103} weeks ; whole number scholars, 
29 ; average, 253. Wages, 21,00 per month. There was 
some difficulty, for a time, in this school, which, neverthe- 
less, did not destroy its usefulness... By personal efforts, and 
the hearty co-operation of friends, Miss R. succeeded in ov- 
ercoming the adverse circumstances, and in closing the term 
with credit to her reputation as a teacher, and advantage to 
the district. 

| DISTRICT NO 7. 

Summer Term, taught by Miss Lucy K. Spalding.— 
Length ‘of term 10, weeks ; amount of teacher’s wages, $39. 
Average number scholars, 14. A good school; commenda- 
ble examination. 

Winter Term, taught by the same, Miss Lucy Kk. Spal. 
ding. Length of school, 11 weeks. Amount of teacher’s 
wages, $55,00. Number scholars, 22 ; average, 17. Miss 
Spalding’s valuable services were appreciated in this district, 
and it is not saying too much for her, that, as a teacher, she 
is second to no one in the town. : 
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DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Summer Scuoo,, was taught by Miss Martha E. LeBos- 
quet. Length of school, 10 weeks; number scholars, 8.— 
Wages, $7,00 per month. Miss LeBosquet, though relue- 
tant to take the school, did very well; gave satisfaction 
generally, and all appeared well at the closing examination. 

Winter Scuoon, taught by Miss Frances A. Jaquith.— 
Length of school, 104 weeks ; number scholars, 12; aver- 
age, 8. Wages per month, $13,00. ‘There are some excel- 
lent scholars in this school, and at the closing examination 
there were manifest evidences of good improvement, and 
a school profitable to the district. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 

Summer Term, taught by Miss Frances F. Holt. Length 
of school, 8 weeks ; number scholars, 6. Amount of teach- 
er’s wages, $16,00. ‘Too small a school to be of much in- 
terest or profit. It could not fail to be well conducted. 


| Winter Term, taught by Miss Nellie W. Stayner, is still 

in session. It began late with only 5 scholars in the district. 
There are six or seven scholars attending from Greenfield. 
The school is to keep 9 weeks from commencement. Am’t 
of wages, $27,00. Have visited it twice. Appears well. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Taught by Miss Julia A. Kingsbury, both Summer and 
Winter. Summer term kept 12 weeks, with 7 scholars on 
Lyndeboro’ side, Wages of Teacher, $15,00. 

Winter Term, also, kept 12 weeks, with an average of 
92; scholars from Lyndeboro’. Amount of teacher’s wages 
for 12 weeks, $21,96. Miss Kingsbury kept a profitable 
school, Summer and Winter, and few schools could appear 
better. 


R.EMARKS. 


Many of our school houses are unfit for the object for 
which they are intended. Three or four of them ought to 
come dawn, and new, comfortable buildings go up in their 
places. It cannot be good policy to torture children in such 
rickety, rotten shells. 

The Prudential Committees have generally been fortunate 
in the selections made of teachers, the past year, and so have 
rendered good service to the town. .
